Prior to the kick-off at one or 
two senior matches recently referees 
have been observed to be more than 
usually close in their examination of 
the ball, Usunlly’ a referee will 
plek'up the ball, give ita quick 
flanct, press it between two hands 
and accept it or yeject {ft as tne 
suitable, Before onc game many 
apectatora were astonished to sce the 
ball-being-measured-- with-a ~ tape 
mensure. The ball tn question was 
not used: it was declared to be too 
big for, upon being measured its 
circumference was found to be 
twenty-nine fnches. 

The Laws of the Game _ provide 
that the clrcumference of the ball 
shall be between 27 ond 28 inches.

CHINA by Theodore  H. 
White and) Annalee Jacoby 
(New York: William Sloane 
Associates, $3). 


HIS book is likely to be one of 

the ‘best books on China in 

several years—and it packs plenty 
of thunder, 

This careful, readable, concise ae- 
count of What has happened in China 
to cause the current pretracted crisis 
will not be welcome to those who 
have. felt that a man such as General- 
issimo Chiang Kaleshelk could do no 
wrong.. Nor is it designed to ‘soothe 
those whose hacktes rise at the slight- 
est commendation ‘for Communists 
of any nationality. In a word, the 
authors give the Chinese Communists 
much ‘the better of the struggle with 
General Chiang. , 

For years, the world has been 
watching the struggle in China be- 
tween General Chinng's Kuomin- 
tang and the ‘ommunists. It is a 
schism temporarily and incomplctely 
patched during the long, bitter 
struggle with Japan, Then, the au- 
thors point oul, “within 48 hours cf 
victory, civil war was raging ncroxs 
China.” 

And, to-day," the prospects for 
peace have vibrited back and forth
